skill 
or 
technique necessary to propagate 
plants by means of cuttings, and 
anyone who w ill provide provei 
conditions and give careful atten­ 
tion will be rewarded with suc­ 
cess says H. G. Swartwout of the 
Missouri College of Agriculture. 
This is the tim e of 
year 
for 
making 
hardwood cuttings, 
or 
those made from hardened, m atur­ 
ed wood. This Is an easy and eco­ 
nomical 
way 
of starting 
new 
plants, since many of the 
hardy 
woody plants can 
be 
propagated 
by this means. Among fruits that 
propagated by this 
metod 
are 
grapes, gooseberries, and currants. 
Among the ornamental plants are 
Lombardy poplar and such shrubs 
as the spireas, 
highrbush 
cran­ 
berry, snowball, hydrangea, mock 
orange, lilac, w eigela, and gold en , 
bell. While nearly all of our com ­ 
monly cultivated shrubs can 
be 
propagated by hardwood cuttings, 
some kinds root more readily than 
others and w ill give a higher per­ 
centage of good plants. 
Only wood that grew this last 
season should be used in making 
cuttings. Older wood seldom roots 
readily, r.ew growth is weak, ar.d 
the cuttings often die before they

KIND OF CATTLE TO FEED 


Question: Will 
you

better to feed steer or heifer cal­ 
ves? What age and weight cattle 
should be used. 
Answer: Heifers can usually be 
purchased cheaper than a com­ 
parable grade of steer calves. Ex­ 
periments at the Missouri Experi­ 
ment Station have

heifers gain nearly as rapidly, but 
require slightly more

unit of gain, than steers. They 
finish from 40 to 60 days before 
steer calves, and if sold 
before 
they weigh more than 750 pounds 
they sell as w ell as do steers. 
It should be borne in mind that 
heifers should be handled in such 
a way that they arc. marketed be­ 
fore they become “cowy”, because 
after they reach this state of de­ 
velopm ent they sell much lower 
than steers of similar weight and 
quality.
